Negotiations also are under way for the set 
tlement of the Sinclair strike which a week ago 
led Gov. Capper to ask the government for 
troops to guard the oil properties in the af 
fected region and which for a time threatened 
serious consequences. 

This statement was made today by C. A. 
Braley, vice president of the Sinclair Refining 
Co., in charge of the plant here. More than 
250 employes of the Sinclair company in the 
Coffeyville field have been out for the past 
three weeks. Recognition of the union was 
the main point in controversy.

Mr. Manning acted when independents called 
his attention to the great increase that could 
be made in the production of gasoline if 
the independent refiners were permitted to use 
the Burton method which greatly increases 
the output of gasoline from a given amount of 
crude. 

As to whether the mine bureau chief’s re- 
quest will be granted, officials of the Standard 
ot Indiana state the matter is now before the 
board of directors and that they have no 
further announcement to make concerning it. 

“I first spoke with Mr. Bedford about such 
a war measure,” said Mr. Manning. “I also 
communicated with the Standard of Indiana 
and when Mr. Stewart of the Indiana company 
was in the city a short time ago, I spoke with 
him about the matter. He said the board of 
directors was considering the proposal.” 

The fact that Mr. Manning has suggested

The resident 

membership is limited to 300 men identified 

with the oil industry in the mid-continent 
region. 

Failure of a part of the club’s furnishings 
to arrive on time, made necessary the post- 
ponement of the opening which was sched- 
uled for Thanskgiving Day. 

The club is housed in a newly finished 
apartment house at 215-17 East Sixth street, 
which was taken over on lease, and is equip- 
ped with office, lounging room, cafe and 
billiard room on the ground floor and six 
tween sleeping rooms on the second floor. 

While the development of the spirit of 
fraternity is one of the purposes of the club, 
its chief aim to provide an eating place for 
members, the like of which Tulsa has never 
seen before, according to President F. M. 
Aiken and Treasurer W. R. Bruce, who is 
buyer for the Montana Oil Co., of Helena, 
Mont., and the Lubric Oil Co., of Cleve- 
land. 

To this end, nothing has been spared in 
equipping the club house, especially the kit- 
chen, which the club officers believe, is 
passed by nothing in the southwest. 

It is the purpose of the club to keep its 
cafe open all day and until the usual closing 
time at night. A regular lunch will be set, 
and provision made for short orders. In

The Evolution of Oil Storage Tanks—No. 5 


HE production of the early gushers in the Pennsylvania oil fields and the more or less 

limited market for crude oil and its by-products in the early sixties of necessity forced oper- 
ators to increase their storage—to build safe, fireproof storage. Congested field conditions with 
the tanks close to the wells was the primary cause for many conflagrations. How to provide 
safe-fireproof-storage was the next big problem in tank construction.

S the eyes of the oil world turn to 

prospective territory outside defined 

classification, Alabama is taking its 

place among other states where tests are 

looked upon as interesting. Here the inter- 

est attaches particularly to the Hatchetig- 

bee and Jackson anticlines in the southern 
part of Alabama. 

The likelihood of deposits being found 
from Mississippi as far east as Georgia is 
present, according to persons who have 
studied the stratigraphy of the state. 

In this connection, Dorsey Hagar of the 
geological firm of Hagar, Bates & Kemp, 
said: 

“In the past, there have been discovered 
traces of oil near Cardova and gas near 
Birmingham in the Pennsylvania beds. Now 
the cretaceous beds of south Alabama ar: 
being tested out. A strip extending through 
a part of southwest Alabama has consid- 
erable folding. Surface beds are what are 
called recent and tertiary, and the deeper 
underlying beds, which are closely related 
to those in the Caddo field of Louisiana, lie 
at depths of 1,000 to 2,000 feet below the 
surface. 

“At present, two big folds near Jackson, 
Ala., are being drilled. One of these folds 
is called the Hatchetigbee anticline and the 
other the Jackson anticline. These folds are 
of great size and are classed as among the 
largest in the United States. They cover, 
roughly, some 80 square miles. 

“To date, a test on the Hatchetigbee anti- 
cline has encountered two gas arisings, one 
at 800 feet and the other at 1,400 feet. Oil 
was reported in another horizon at 2,000 
feet. It is not known as yet whether there 
is enough oil for commercial purposes.”

the oil business has gone to such a pass that—in 
the opinion of most all oil men including refiners 
and brokers—it should be stopped. 

The business of brokerage, whether it is done by a 
broker, a refiner or a jobber is only legitimate when i: 
serves a legitimate purpose. When it is used to toss a 
tank car of oil around to a half dozen hands, each party 
getting a quarter or even a half cent a gallon out of it 
then that kind of brokerage is not giving any legiti- 
mate service either to the industry or to the public and 
should be eliminated at once. 

Since the big demand for petroleum products 
sprang up shortly after the start of the war, everybody 
has been getting into the brokerage business. A lot of 
good men have been developed. <A lot of good pur 
chasing and sales organizations have been developed: 
organizations that are of a distinct benefit and service 
to the industry. But a lot of men have gone into the 
brokerage business who have no particular fitness for 
that or much of anything else. They are men without 
business ability, without business experience, without 
capital, without the knowledge, without the friendships 
even to be of value to the oil industry, and yet many 
of those men are making more than a good living out 
of the brokerage business. 

Today it is hard to find any refiner who has not 
records in his files showing where a car of petroleum 
products has changed hands as many as half a dozen 
times. 

There are many other stories of refiners who bought 
their own oil before it had been shipped from their 
refinery. 

All this means that either the seller is not getting 
enough for his products or the buyer is paying too 
much, or both. 

Everyone in the oil industry should adopt the rule 
not to sell petroleum products in such a way as to make 
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panies now are refusing to sell to any one except a 
broker who, in their opinion, is performing a legitimate 
service and who in turn will sell only to the jobber, o1 
consumer in the case of fuel oil; or they will only sell 
direct to the jobber or consumer. ‘There are also 
brokers who will not sell to other brokers or sell back 
to refiners, but who will only sell to the jobber or con 
sumer, but, unfortunately, they are few in number and 
enough stuff is being tossed around on the speculative 
market so that the legitimate sales are almost lost 
sight of. 

Our conservative friends so-called, the bankers, 
especially down in Oklahoma, are partly responsible 
for this, because they make it possible for a lot ot 
brokers to do this business in that they supply the cash 
on terms that average good banking would not agree 
to. It is to be hoped that these bankers will stay in 
the game until a decline in the market comes and they 
will be pinched. Of course, no one can say when a 
decline will come, because that will mean only when 
the supply of crude has been greatly increased, but the 
history of the oil industry is one of rise and falls in the 
price of oil, and one can reasonably expect at some 
time in the future there will be a drop in the price oi 
oil. When that time comes these so-called brokers wi!! 
disappear over night, because only the still legitimate 
ones can stand up under a falling market. 

But the oil industry must get back on a sound basis, 
or it will have various government officials pointing to 
the brokerage fees on tank cars of products, and there 
will be a lot of loose statements made by various 
political officials, all to the detriment of the industry 


A sound basis is where the refiner sells only to the 
legitimate broker, the jobber and the consumer. It is 
hard to fix a definition of a legitimate broker, but any 
honest refiner can certainly in his own mind determine 
the standing of any particular broker.

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REFINERY, TANK WAGON MARKETS 





HE railroad situation continues to 
the main tactor affecting the Oklahoma 
refinery markets. Lack of motive power 
on the part of the railroads generally is blamed 
as much if not than the situation. 
Oil men close to the situation can see little 
relief during the coming weeks. The statement 
is made that it takes two tank cars to do the 
work one has done in the past. 

Due to the difficulties experienced in moving 
stuff, the gasoline market shows a weaker ten- 
dency than two weeks ago. In the Pennsyl- 


vania market, however, quotations are prac- 


more car 


tically unchanged. 

In Oklahoma brokers are said to be offering 
quantities of 58-60 gasoline, with an end point 
of 400 degrees, as low as 17 cents. One refiner 
stated it has come to his attention that un- 
usual methods are being taken to dispose of 
gasoline, one brokerage firm offering 20 cars 
of fuel oil conditioned upon the purchaser 
taking also ten cars of gasoline. The weak- 
ness of the gasoline market in general is very 
likely due to small refiners without transporta- 
tion facilities selling below the prevailing fig- 
ure in the hope of securing purchasers who 
could move the stuff themselves. 

There have been some export orders for 
60-61 Oklahoma straight-run gasoline, 375 
end point, at 1714 cents at the refinery. 

Burning oil, both in the Oklahoma and east- 
ern market, is stronger, prices being up a frac- 
tion of a cent a gallon. The market for this 
product is very closely alligned at present 
with the fuel oil market and the great de- 
mand for the latter has caused the refiners 
to cut more and more on their kerosene. 

Among the lubricating oils, filtered cylinder 
stocks are in strong demand and prices are 
firmer, while steam refined is quoted about the 
same as two weeks ago. 

Fuel oil prices have advanced a fraction of a 
cent for the eastern product. Oklahoma fuel 
oil is said to be selling for as high as $2.35 a 
barrel in the vicinity of Pittsburgh.

Notwithstanding the restrictions 
placed by the government on the use of 
steel in industries not vital to the winning 
of the war, steel barrel manufacturers say 
they are having little trouble in obtaining 
sufficient stock to keep their plants busy. 

While men connected with the manufac- 
ture of steel containers say the prices they 
must pay for stock have decreased consid- 
erably since the government fixed prices 
for iron and steel on a 5-cent base instead 
of the 9-cent base prevailing before that ac- 
tion was taken, there is little change in the 
price of the finished product, barrel manu- 
facturers pointing out that the price of bar- 
rels never was boosted to a figure commen- 
surate with the former price of raw material.

Sulphuric Situation 
Becomes More Acute 


The problem of supplying the sulphuric 
acid needed in the manufacture of munitions 
and at the same time keeping the oil re- 
finers supplied so that the production of 
gasoline needed by the American goveri- 
ment and the allies may go on vnhindered, 
is becoming more and more acute, accord- 
ing to men in the chemical trade. 

The current price of sulphuric acid is 
quoted at $35 a ton, but this is merely nom- 
inal, as shortage of tank cars, slowness of 
freight movement, and difficulty of obtain- 
ing raw materials, coupled with the unpre- 
cedented demand, combine to make a mar- 
ket where buyers who need the chemical 
to keep their plants going gladly snap up 
all they can obtain, paying almost any price. 

The outlook, according to experts, is that 
the situation is almost certain to become 
till worse. 

The manufacturers of the acid labor under 
many disadvantages. Enforced use of 
brimstone and inferior ores, difficulty in ob- 
taining nitrate of soda from the Chilean 
beds on account of the scarcity of shipping, 
due to the submarine ravages, combine to 
run up the costs of production to a high

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RICES for the majority of oil securities 

figuring in active trading are slightly ad- 
vanced over their quotations the middle of 
November. The advance has been due to a 
general improvement of securities prices of all 
kinds the last week in November and also to 
a very good situation as regards general earn- 
ings of oil companies for the current year. 
One cc:npany known for its conservative policy 
reported for nine months of this year earnings 
on refinery operations better than for all of 
last year. 

The tone of the market for oil securities 
has been improved also by the actions of sev- 
eral former Standard Oil subsidiaries in de- 
claring extra dividends for the current quar- 
ter. This may be done more for the specific 
purpose of reducing surplus to avoid paying 
a war tax on it than because of the’ size cf 
earnings at present, although it would prob- 
ably be warranted as based on the latter factor. 
At any rate it has brought a breath of optim- 
ism to the oil securities market. 

Oil stocks traded in on the New York Stock 
Exchange made price gains of a few points, 
comparing their price early in December with 
the middle of the month preceding. 

Even better gains were made by the Stand- 
ard Oils. On the curb market Midwest Re- 
fining and Midwest Oil were among the lead- 
ers in the price improvement. 


Give Stock Bigger 
Slice Of Rich Melon 


The distribution by the Standard Oil Co. 
of Kansas of an extra dividend of 6 per cent 
in addition to the regular quarterly disburse- 
ment of $3 a share for the last quarter of this 
year is looked upon in some quarters as the 
first move to be made by former subsidiaries 
of the Standard toward evading the contem- 
plated government tax of 10 per cent on all 
current undivided profits, which is to become 
effective .next. July. Three months ago the 
company’s directors voted an extra dividend 
of only $2 a share. 

The present capital stock of the company is 
$2,000,000. Its surplus at the end of last year 
was $2,418,683. Last year’s operations added 
$1,030,313 to that surplus out of net profits 
for the year of $1,270,313. 

The Solar Refining Co., a refining and mar- 
keting company with its main plant at Lima, 
©., has also declared an extra dividend of $25 
a share in connection with its regular semi- 
annual dividend of $5 a share. The surplus ac- 
count of this company stands at $2,251,799. 


Earns $21.74 A Share 
In 9-Months’ Period 


For the nine months ending September 30 
the Tide Water Oil Co. reported net income 
of very nearly $7,000,000. This compares with 
a net income during all of 1916 of approxi- 
mately $12,000,000; but the condition of the 
company as regards earnings this year is a 
great deal better than is indicated in this com- 
parison by reason of the fact about $5,500,000 
of the 1916 earnings represented profit on sale 
of property by the Tidal Oil Co., one of the 
Tide Waters’ subsidiaries. 

Earnings up to October of this year are 
equivalent to $21.74 a share on $31,900,000 capi- 
tal stock. Total volume of business done by 
the company and its subsidiaries during the 
nine-months period was $21,011,673, as com- 
pared with $17,009,363 for all of 1916. 

Should taxes exceed the estimate the com- 
pany has made in figuring out its earnings, 
the additional amount necessary will be taken 
out of $5,279,941 invested in short term securi- 
ties and held in reserve for this purpose and 
the purchase of additional properties. 

The company’s surplus as of January 1 last 
was $13,023,617. Adding net income of $6,- 
935,549 makes a total surplus of $19,959,166, 
from which $7,365,691 has been deducted in 
the form of dividends. Of this dividend pay- 
ment $2,900,000 is a 10 per cent stock divi- 
dend. 

The purchase of the property of the Maple 
Oil Co. in the Irvine field in Kentucky, by the 
Tidal Oil Co., a producing subsidiary of the 
Tide Water Oil Co., has been recently an- 
nounced. The property comprised about 4,000 
acres with 14 producing wells and a production 
of about 50 barrels a day.

Sinclair Gulf Has On 
Hand $3,762,884 Cash 


The Sinclair Gulf Corporation, the subsidiary 
of the Sinclair interests operating in Mexico 
and the southwestern fields of this country, has 
issued an earnings statement for the four 
months ending August 31, in which income is 
given as $1,662,155. 

The Sinclair Gulf Refining Co., allied with 
the Sinclair Gulf Corporation, was recently 
incorporated in Maine with $2,000,000 author- 
ized capital stock. The company will build 
and operate the Sinclair Gulf’s new refinery 
at Houston. 

The balance sheet of the Sinclair Gulf as of 
August 31 showed on hand $3,762,884, a gain 
of $616,216 from the May 1 period; accounts 
receivable, $1,000,555; accounts payable, $1,532,- 
749; surplus, $2,329,909. Total assets are given 
as $57,481,385, a decrease of $981,501 from May 
1. ‘That decrease is to be found in a drop in 
the item for oil and gas leases, tank cars, 
terminals and steamships and other equipment 
from $50,957,194 for May, to $49,400,131 for 
August. 

According to. H. F,. Sinclair, president of 
this company, as well as the Sinclair Oil & 
Refining Corporation, the company has secured 
700 acres on the Houston Ship Channel, south 
of Houston, on which it contemplates starting 
at once the erection of a large refinery. He 
also states its refinery at New Orleans is 
running at capacity, and that it has been dis 
covered that distillate secured from Panuc: 
Mexico, crude, has a high gasoline content 
when put through a cracking process. 


Indian Rfg. Common 
On Dividend Basis 


Satisfactory earnings of the Indian Refin- 
ing Co. for the present year are reflected 
in a dividend of 3 per cent on the common 
stock payable December 20 to stockholders of 
record December 10, This is the first dividend 
on the common since October, 1911. Prior to 
that time dividends were at the rate of 12 per 
cent a year. As long as earnings continu¢ 
at their present rate it is reported a diyidend 
of 3 per cent will be paid every three months, 
placing the stock again on a 12 per cent basis.

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Drillers Find Oil In New Kentucky Regions 


By Special Correspondent. 

IRVINE, KY, Dec. 3. 

URING the past ten days many im- 

portant wells have been drilled in 

various parts of the state, and the 

drill has widened the scope of oil-bearing 
regions to a considerable extent. 

While the larger producers are 

found in eastern Kentucky to the north and 

east of the old Irvine field, there remains 

much activity in the western part of the 


being 


State. 

At present more than 300 machines and 
rigs are at work in more than fifty counties. 
The conditions of roads in some sections 
deter work to some extent, however. The 
operators, as a rule, had most of their win- 
ter supplies hauled to their leases during 
the early fall. 

The important developments in Lee coun- 
ty have caused that territory to remain the 
central stage of attraction for the past few 
weeks. 

The latest strike in Lee county was made 
by the Provident Oil Co., an entirely new 
concern composed of Cincinnati people. 

Their maiden well was drilled on the D. 
B. Pendergrass farm, one mile northwest 
of the recent Hopewell producer, four miles 
north of Beattyville. 

The well is reported to be good for 150 
barrels, and the pay was found to be at 81 
feet in the sand formation. Drilling was 
stopped at 1,200 feet and the fluid rose to 
700 feet. 

Another boom has been bruught to the 
Irvine field by the drilling of a big well in 
“skeptical” territory by White Bros, and 
Huff, on the Spencer heirs tract, two and 
one-half miles northeast of Torrent in 
Wolfe county. The well was completed 
Friday at a depth of 1,153 feet and the bit 
pulled when in twenty-two feet of sand. For 
thirty-six hours the well flowed at intervals 
of thirty minutes, making about seven bar 
rels at each flow. When the well was tubed, 
the flow continued, forcing the fluid into the 
tanks. It is estimated by the operators to 
be good for 200 barrels or better. 

The Caddy Oil Co. drilled a prolific pro- 
ducer on the Jack Wells which is No. 5 cr 
that lease. This well flowed copiously ior 
a number of hours, and is estimated to yield 
from 200 to 500 barrels. A notable feature 
of this well is the thickness of the pay be- 
ing fifty-six feet with no dry streaks. 

The Pan American Oil Co.’s No. 6 Gilles- 
pie heirs is good for 100 barrels or better 

Frank Russell, operating on the George 
P. Blake farm one and one-fourth miles east 
of the Jack Wells farm, has a big producer, 
but no estimate of its capacity is available. 
The farm is located between Little and 
Big Sinking branches of Millers Creek. 

Allen county is the most active of th« 
counties in western Kentucky. Drilling in 
this field has been shut down to a certain 
extent for the past week or so on account 
of the shortage of coal, but regardless of 
this coal famine several new wells have 


been drilled in by operators who were far- 
sighted enough to have coal on hand. 
of the new wells have extended the pro- 
ducing territory for several miles, and they

are very important on account of their lo- 
cation. The second well of the Leonard 
Petroleum Co. is reported as showing for 
75 barrels. It is located on the J. W. Frost 
farm and is the farthest well to the west to 
be drilled.

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Adair and Taylor counties are the center 
of much wildcatting at this time, and oil 
men are deeply interested in operations 
there. Many months ago Irvine field specu- 
lators took leases in these counties, and are 
realizing vast sums on their invest- 
ments. A drilling campaign is now being 
prosecuted in Adair county by the Sunrise 
Oil Co., which has drilled two wells and 
are now at work on their third. The first 
was located about two miles south of Co- 
lumbia, the county seat, on the Horace 
Jeffery farm. Here they drilled into 12 feet 
of pay at 618 feet, and got a fair showing of

plugged, while representatives of the com- 
pany scoured the nearby neighborhood in 
an effort to obtain more leases. This indi- 
cated that the well was a good one. 

The Ohio Oil Co., which owns several 
producing farms in the Irvine field, are 
erecting five 55,000-barrel steel tanks. 

These huge reservoirs will be ready for 
oil within the next few days. This tankage 
will give them a total storage of about 300,- 
000 barrels. ——_—___—_——
